ROUMAN TA UNDER 
| SWORD AND TORCH 


Cities Plundered, 10,000 Jews 
Homeless, Many Persons 
- Slain in Widespread 
Peasant Revolt. 


KING’S ARMY IS DEFIED. 


Soldiers Compelled to Fire on 
Mobs in Many Places to 
Check Work of 
Pillage. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 
VEBNNA, March 22.—All northern Rou- 
mania is aflame with the peasant revolt. A 
score of towns have been burned. Four 
hundred estates have béeen pillaged. Ten 
thousand Jews are homelese—secores have 
been slain. 


Eight thousand refugees heve crossed the } 


frontier and there is grave danger the re- 
volt will spread into Austria. The Aus- 
trian government has strengthened ite forces 
on the frontier. 

The outbreak seems today to have been par- 
tially suppressed. The Roumanian govern- 
ment is still sending troops inte the afflicted 
district. Practically the entire province of 
Moldavia has been involved. 


Agrarian, Not Anti-Jewish. 

The movement is really more agrarian than 
anti-semitic. The peasants are in revolt 
againet the great farming trust, which has 
leased half the cultivatable lands in Moldavia. 
The absentee landlords who control the trust 
happen to be Jews, and this fact brings the 
ire of the peasants down upon any and all 
Jewe that they meet, and to this antipathy 
is added strong racial feeling arising from 
other causes. 

On Thursday 600 peasants tried to invade 
Michaileni. In spite of the fact that there 
was a sufficient number of Roumanian 
troops in this town to stop the rioters, the 
peasants at first got the upper hand because 
the soldiers, acting upon the ordere of the 
prefect of the town, were not permitted by 
their officers to open fire. In the face of 
the menaces of the furious peasants, how- 
ever, some of the soldiers did fire against 
orders. This volley killed fifteen of the riot- 
ers and wounded forty-five, whereupon the 
peasants withdrew. 


Battle at Vaslui. 

A more successful attack was made at Vas- 
lui, to the south of Jassy. Here a body of 
2,000 peasants forced their way into the town. 
The prefect of Vaslui did not have sufficient 
troops at his commend to stop the onward 
march of the infuriated countrymen. He 
stood by a helpless witness while the riot- 
érs, in an incredibly short space of tine, 
plundered practically all the buildings on 
the three principal streets of Vasiui, and then 
set-them on fire. The peasants hed looted 
freely, and the fire completed the work of 

tion. » . 
The prefect sent In a hur ie@ appeal for re- 
inforcements and the peasants, in ignorance 
of this step, remained in the town until the 
soldiers arrived. ‘Thefe then ensuéda a seri- 
ous fight up and down the burned streets, 
The soldiers came out victorious. Twenty 
rioters were killed and many were wounded, 
The commander of the troops, Maj. Caleri, 
sustained sérious injuries. 

The entire Roman district was up in arms, 
Here the authorities were powerless and 
the peasants pillaged, burned, and devastated 
everywhere. All the buildings in the vil- 
lages of Halancesti, Herlesti, Holcisteni, and 
Ninelusen were demolished, and the villages 
are now nothing more than heaps of ruins. 

It is estimated that not less than 8,000 
fugitives have crogsed the frontier into the 
Austrian province of Bukowina, where they 
are being cared for as well as possible. 


Attack a Whole Regiment. 

The most serious fight of today occurred 
near Piatra, a town about sixty miles south- 
west of Jassy. Several thousand peasants 
marched against this town, where an entire 
regiment of infantry wae stationed, The 
soldiers charged the peagants with fixed 
bayonets. The peasants replied to this on- 
slaught with rifie and revolver fire, and then 
the troops began shooting back. The fight- 
ing lasted over an hour before the rioters re- 
treated. Forty-two of them were killed, 
67 wounded, and 250 made prisoners. Of the 
troops 8 men were killed and 27 wounded. 

The estimate of 10,000 Jews without homes 
is considered here to be conservative. Most 
of these fugitives saved absolutely nothing, 
escaping with thefr lives. Four thousand 
Jews fied to Bucharest, where the author- 
ities are now making every effort to assist 
them. but practically all are obliged to sleep 
in the open air. 

The entire garrison at Bucharest is being 
heid in readiness for service in the disturbed 
district. Reinforcements to the number of 
1,800 men have been brought into the city 
by special trains. Eight thousand reservists 
have been called to the colors. 


Stories of Outrages. 

The fugitives who have escaped into Aus- 
tria tell dreadful stories of the outrages to 
which they have been subjected, but tonight 
they are #0 worn out with their flight or so 
under the spell of the fear that drove them 
from Roumania, that no one can give a de- 
tailed account of his or her experiences. 

Fugitives from Botosahnik, who were the 
first to reach the frontier, declared tonigit 
that a body of 2,000 peasants succeeded in 
forcing their way into town after midnight. 
The peop!« of Botosahnik had been informed 
of their coming, and most of the women and 
children had been started toward the fron- 
tier. The men remained behind for the pur- 
pose of offering resistance and defending 
their property. The reports are to the ef- 
fect that the bloodthirsty rioters killed many 
persons in Botosahnik, but it has been im- 
possible to get reliable figures. 


In Peril of Famine. 

In the town of Botosahni the scarcity of 
meat and bread ie beginning to entail suffer- 
ing. A number of butcher and baker shops 
were destroyed, while the remainder have 
closed up. Nobody dares to sell meat. While 
the situation in this district is slightly better 
today, the conditions in the district of Do- 
rogol, about twenty miles to the northwest of 
Botosahni. have changed for the worse. The 
tenants of all the farms near Herza and Mol- 
nika have fied. 

The town of Dorogo!l was attacked yester- 
day by a body of 4,000 peasants. The local 
clergymen made vain efforts to calm the ex- 
cited maeses. The peasants would not I'sten 
‘9 them and swept them outoftheirpath. A 
regiment of cavalry was then called into 
action and attacked the peasants vigorously. 
The mob finally was driven back, but not be- 

wounded.

INCOME TO ADVANCE MUSIC. 


Money May Be Applied to This Pur- 
pose as Directors Choose. 


The music world of Chicago was stirred 
yesterday by the news. of a donation of 
$50,000 to the Orchestral association by Mrs. 
Thomas Nelson Page. The gift is in the na- 
ture of a trust fund to be used for the pro- 
motion of musical art in all ite branches in 
whatever way the directors of the associa- 
tion may think beet. 

A notification from Mre. Page's lawyers 
of their client's gift reached President Bryan 
Lathrop yesterday and he immediately is- 
sued an emergency call for a meeting of the 
directors, which was held in the afternoon, 
and resolutions of acceptance and thanks 
were ordered to be drafted and forwarded 
to Mrs. Page at Washington. 

The short deed of gift sets forth clearly 
and simply the conditions under which the 
gift is made. 

Terms of the Gift. 

The deed of gift says: 

* First—To hold the said $50,000 as a sep- 
arate and perpetual trust fund, for the pro- 
motion of musical art in all its branches, by 
any and all lawful means (including the sup- 
port and maintenance of any orchestra in 
said city of Chicago now or at any time here- 
after maintained, conducted, managed, or 
controlled, by or under the supervision of 
said Orchestral association or Its successor 
or successors) 

“ Becond—To apply the net income of said 
truet fund to the purpose of the trust hereby 
created, such application to be made as said 
Orchestral asfociation or its successor or 
succe#sors, may in.its or their own absolute 
and unfettered discretion, determine.” 

No mention was made at the directors’ 
meeting of any specific use to which the In- 
come of the fund shall be devoted, as the 
newe of the gift was a complete surprise. It 
ie, however, believed that the income will 
be devoted towarde the wiping out of the 
debt of $830,000 under which the association 
has jabored since the erection of Orchestra 
hall. 

First Large Donation. 

This is the first large gift that has been 
made to the association since its formation 
seventeen years ago. Wealthy patrons of 
music have from time to time notified the di- 
rectors of their intention of leaving bequests 
to the organization, but it remained for Mrs. 
Page to come to the immediate relief of the 
society. 

After years of the most strenuous effort the 
Orchestral association has reached the stage 
where it fe enabled to pay its expenses, but it 
is heavily burdened by the huge debt which 
rests as a first mortgage on its building. 

Mrs. Page a Former Chicagoan. 

Before her marriage Mra. Page was Miss 
Florence Lathrop, a granddaughter of Gov. 
Barbour of Virginia. Her first husband was 
Henry Field, a wealthy Chicagoan, brother 
of Marehall Field. In 1808, several years 
after Mr.. Field's death, she became the 
wife of the author, and since that time has 
lived In Washington, where Mr. Page has, 
on New Hampshire avenue, a residence 
which ie known throughout the country for 
ites architectural beauty.

PALTRY TRACTION 
BLIGHTS REALTY. 
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Enormous Decrease of Land 
Values Caused by Inade- 
quate Car Service. 


BURDEN ON HOME OWNERS 


Property in Many Parts.of City 
Injured by Lack of Good 
Transportation. 


' ? 

The traction question has been for many 
long years the béte noir of Chicago real 
estate. 

Real estate also has suffered from other 
handicaps, notably the evils which sprung 
from the old city charter, which has left the 
city in @ chronic state of semi-bankruptcy, 
with unclean and unpaved streets, and with 
many other pressing public improvements 
neglected. | 

Real estate, furthermore, has suffered from 
the special assessment évil, from the inabll- 
ity under the state laws to organize realty 
corporations, and frem the belfef, widely 
prevalent in the east, that the tendeney of 
public sentimest throughout the state, and 
especially in a jegisiative way, is of a strong 
anti-capital-and anti<orporation character. 

But all these latter coneiderations have 
been of a minor and relatively unimportant 
sort as compared with the immeasurable 
evils which have waited upon the interm#- 
nable traction muddle. For ten years it has 
dragged its slow length along, @ veritable 
millstone on the neck of the market, bringing 
with it an ever increasing measure of depres- 
sion upon realty in practically all parts ofthe 
city, outside of the business center, de- 
pendent: on the surface traction lines. 

Ten years of repression under Harrison and 
Dunne have left their indelible mark upon 
the market. Four years more of Dunne 
would almost spell ruin to thousands of small 
property owners. | 

Effect of Poor Car Service. 

Antiquated, unclean, and uncomfortable 
cars, insufficient in number and steadily de- 
generating into a condition of decay; systems 
out of date, with little or no effort to bring 
them up to modern standards and the increas- 
ing requirements of a great and rapidly 
growing city; a costly, vexatious, and time 
losing system of transfers, the lack of exten- 
sions and new lines where imperatively de- 
manded, are among the evils which have been 
entailed upon a long suffering people, and the 
wonder really is that Chicago has grown as 
it has, and that property values have not 
suffered more. 

Ae it ie, there are many sections of the city 
where property, in good neighborhoods, but 
unfortunately dependent on the surface trac- 
tion lines, has been declining steadily in value 
and will not command todey over 40 to 60 per 
cent of what it commanded ten and twelve 
years ago, and where rents have declined In 
an equal proportion. This, too, in the face of 
a rapid increase of population and a generally 
remarkable development of the city along 
lines of permanent and enduring growth. 
The endless traction agony is behind it all. 


Thousands Driven to Suburbs. 
This condition also has driven thousands 
to seek homes in the various suburban towns 
about Chicago served by the steam trans- 
portation lines, and in this way has reduced 
materially the buying and renting element 
in the Chicago market proper. 

On the other hand—and a striking object 
lesson in contrast it is—property along the 
lines of the verious elevated road lines with- 
in the city limits has been developed at a 
marvelous rate. Vast areas of vacant land 
at points distant from the downtown region 
have come in for imprévement and millions 
of dollars’ worth of new bulldings have been 
erected. These elevated roads stretch out 
like fingers into the different outlying parts 
of the city, leaving between them the com- 
paratively dead and unimproved areas served 
by the antiquated surface lines. 


Fall of Realty Values. 

It is probably safe to say that no other part 
of the cify has suffered more from inade- 
quate traction facilities than the north side, 
for the reason that until the Northwestern 
Elevated road—the latest of these roads—waes 
constructed and put into operation, the north 
division was dependent entirely upon the 
surface traction lines. With unusual nat- 
ural advantages in a residence way, and 
with a high standard of citizenship, quall- 
ties which attract the homeseeker, its prop- 
erty values, nevertheless, with few excep- 
tions, have fallen away desperately as com- 
pared with ten and twelve years ago From 
the river up into the northern limits these 
conditions obtain to a greater or less extent. 
except where the influence of the Northwest- 
ern elevated is felt. In many of the most 
important streets and naturally attractive 
districts, values are from 40 to 50 per cent 
lower than they were a decade ago. 

In the southern end of Nprth Clark street, 
running up to'tnear Lincoln park, the main 
business thoroughare of the section, land 
sold ten and twelve years ago at $500 to $600 
a front foot. Today $300 is about the ruling 
price, possibly a little more here and a little 
less there, but values are much depressed, 
and, with the exception of the Bush temple, 
few important improvements have been 
made along the street. 


Effect in La Salle Avenue. 

La Salle avenue, another of the most im- 
portant. streets on the north side, has suf- 
fered to almost as great an extent aa North 
Clark street. Ten or twelve years ago $275 
and $300 a foot were common figures, but to- 
day it would be difficult to obtain $175, and 
probably $150 is nearer the mark, with the 
exception of that immediately adjacent to 
Lincoln park. 

Illustrative of this declining tendency it is 
recalled that in 1805 the valuation commit- 
tee of the real estate board valued a@ piece 
of property between Division and Schiller 
streets at $275 a foot. The owner was not 
satisfied with the figures, thinking they 
should have been $300. The property might 
possibly sell at $175 today, but it would un- 
doubtedly be regarded as a good sale ‘Ihe 
falling off in this value as in the others cited 
is attributed directly to the wretched street 
car.service. 

Townsend street, a short street running, 
north from Chicago avenue, furnished homes 
ten or twelve years ago for many Swedes. 
True to their race they were a thrifty lot 
and for the 25-foot lots which they bought 
they. paid around $5,000. Today it would be 
difficult to sell the same lots with their im- 
provements for more than $2,500. 


Home Owners Are Sufferers. 

Further north the same conditions obtain 
ohe section in particular having sufferea— 
that comprising, the territory bounded by 
Center street on the south, Grace on the 
north, and from the lake west to within a 
block or two of Halsted street. This is nat- 
urally one of the finest residence districts on 
the north side, and under norma! conditions 
the land should be worth from $200 to $250 
a foot. Ten and twelve years ago it did 
command from $150 to $250 a foot, but it e-.-i4 
not withstand the depressing conditions of 
the miserable surface traction lines on which 
it. depended, and today it is slow to move 
at $100 a foot. Multitudes of home owners 
have been the direct sufferers. 

An illustration of what even slight!y im- 
proved conditions in a traction way will do 
to help property values is found in Lincoln 
avenue north of Wrightwood avenue. For 
years people im that territory were compelled 
to pay double fare, The result was a stag- 
nant condition in a property way, and natur- 
ally good property in many instances wag 
held as low as $20 a foot. The outside price 
was to $80, cate 

In January, 1904, the car company 
put on a through service from Clark and. 
Washington s along Lincoln avenue to 
Bowmanville, and the effect was felt at once

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The light. colored parts on the.map show 
where improved conditions have resulted 
from the construction of the Northwestern 
elevated road and the new Ravenswood ex- 
tension. What is called the Wileon avenue 
district, extending from about Irving Perk 
boulevard on the south to Argyle street 
en the north, and from Ashland avenue east 
to the lake, where there has been ea great 
amount of building, with sharp increase in 
land values, is the most conspicuous example. 

Great improvement also has resulted along 
the Ravenswood branch, large pasture tracts 
haying been converted into thriving subdi- 
visions, with much building and a sharp in- 
crease in land values. 

The shaded portions indicate where the 
value of property has been helé down and 
even depressed to a fraction of its former 
selling price by the continuance of decrepit 
surface car service. This is a reason why 
property: owners and taxpeyers, small and 
large, are for the new ordinances.

ct following the construction of the North- 
ek om elevated road. Prior to that time 
the district was sparsely populated, great 
areas of vacant land abounding on all sides. 
The improvements could almost be counted 
on one’s fingers, and property was difficult 
to move at from $380 to $40 a foot. 

With the coming of the pnoad, however, 
there came one of the most remarkabse 
building booms in the history of Chicago. 
Block after block of buildings arose as if 
by magic, changing completely the appear- 
ance of the district. In three yeare the cost 
of the apartment buildings erected in that 


the development 
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region approximated $15,000,000, and land 
ps susened up to §80 and éven as high 
as $250 a foot. 

Activity in West Ravenswood. 

Another striking {llustration is afforded ase 
regards this point in the remarkable develop- 
ments which have attended the bullding of 
the Ravehswood branch of the Northwestern 
“7 Wor many years a large part of the 
distri¢t reached by this branch. which is ex- 
pected to be opened some time in May, was 
sparsely. populated and was known as acre 
property. Then {t was dependent on surface 
lines. Now subdivisions are being bullt up all 
through it and values have advanced at a 
striking rate. 

The old MacAllister tract, now owned by 
the Northwest Land association, and bound- 
ed by Western, Kimbell, Montrose, and Law- 
rence averues, through which the road will 
pass, affords a conspicuous iNustration. It 
formerly was pasturegand and was held at 
from $1.000 to $1,500 an acre. Since January, 
1906, Baird & Warner, agents of the associa- 
tion, have sold over $500,000 worth of lots. 
They refused $2,500 an acre for the less desir- 
able part of the tract and are selling lots at 
from $20 to $60 a foot. 

The lesson to be deduced from a!! this is too 
obvicus to be misunderstood, ard real estate 
men familiar with north side conditions are 
united in the belief that with the popular 
approval of the traction ordinances there 
should come a radical improvement in all 
north side property. 


SUBURBS IN CAR LAW FIGHT. 


Citizens of Calumet District Organize 
Settlement Committee Similar to 
That Downtown. 


Another big traction settlement committee 
took the field for the indorsement of the or- 
dinances yesterday with a membership of 
more than 5,000. The new organization in- 
cludes fourteen improvement assoctations of 
South Chicago, Cheltenham, Grand Cross- 
ing, West Puliman, and the Calumet region. 
It has adopted the name, ‘“‘ Calumet District 
Settlement committee,””’ and was officially 
affiliated with the downtown settlement com- 
mittee. 

Members of tue new committee issued 4 
long “statement of fact,’’ a part of which 
is as follows: 

‘‘Franchises of local lines will not begin 
to expire for three years, and, if municipal 
operation should carry in the coming elec- 
tion. ‘the service that would follow in the few 
remaining years, while the local lines are 
gradually dying out, is something terrible 
to contemplate. 

“The rapid development which this sec- 
tion has enjoyed for so many years would 
be greatly retarded by a demoralized trans- 
portation service, and even after the inter- 
vening three years there would be dittle hope 
of relief under municipal operation. 

‘‘The outlying districts have always got 
the worst of it in everything under the con- 
trol of the city departments. Witness the 
miserable West Pullman water supply for 
the last ten years and the horrible condition 
of our roads leading to other districts, which 
leaves this section at the mercy of a con- 
flagration without possibility of prompt aid 
from neighboring fire departments, to say 
nothing of the difficulties of our many team- 
ing interestg.’’

Restilts of the Chicago Bar as#ociation 
Primary on candidates for judgeships, as an- 
nounced yesterday, showed an overwhelm- 
ingly large majority for Ben M. Smith and 
William H. McSurely, republican candidates, 
over their two democratic rivals. The vote 
was nonpartiran.-in nature, but it dem- 
onstrated a tremendous gain’on the re- 
publican side of the ticket over the figures 
in former primaries.

Balloting Begins on Monday. 

The bar primary has been in progress since 
Monday night, when baHots were mailed to 
each of the 1,029 members of the association. 
The number of replies received was731. Ten 
ballots were thrown out because they were 
improperly marked. 

Usually the members of the bar assocta- 
tion, according to the secretary, is divided 
in a proportion of about five to four in favor 
of the republicans. The balloting on the 
judgeship candidates, however, showed re- 
publican voters to be more than three to one 
in the majority.

Mr. Harlan smiled. The Straphangers’ 
league, under whose auspices the meeting 
was given, is nonpartisan.

‘The traction ordinances, drawn by the 
men who have served the people in various 
capacities and in whom the people have con- 
fidence, and who have intimate knowledge 
of the traction situation, provide for this 
improved service. The ordinances are so 
drawn that it not only will be incumbent 
upen the traction companies to give this im- 
proved service, but it will be to their inter- 
est to do so. 

* Provisions have been made which will 
make it impossible for the companies to get 
at but a certain part of the gross receipts 
of the system. A board of engineers, appoint- 
ed by the mayor and representing the city, 
will supervise the work of the companies. 
Only reasonable expenditures can be made. 
When the company cannot deciare the big“ 
dividends they have been permitted to de- 
clare In the past, the one thing for them to 
do with their money will be to build up the 
service, 

‘Naturally, good service will gain the 
friendship of the people. When the com. 
panies find that they can give this service 
by spending only the money they cannot get 


themselves, it is not expecting too much to 
prophesy that they will make as much of an 
effort to give the best service possible for the 
money as can be obtained. 


What Companies Must Do. 


“If the city so wishes, it can force the 
companies, within three years, to place 
their trolleys under ground, according to 
provisions of the ordinances. Then, there are 
provisions for a universal system of trans- 
ferring, lower rates, and, last but not least. 
for the purchase by the city of the entire 
system at such time as it may choose or have 
the money to do go.’’ 

In a_letter received by Mr. Harlan some 
days ago a questioner wanted to know why 
the Chicago City railwey company did not 
“pay the same taxes as the widow or an 
orphan.” Mr. Harlan produced figures to 
show that the company last year paid 
$1,488,000 in taxes, which, on the basis of the 
present valuation, is a much higher rate of 
taxation than is paid by small property hold- 
ers.

SAYS CHICAGO LEADS IN ART 
AND HAS BEST BOULEVARDS. 


Franklin MacVeagh Places City at Top 
Because of Its Many Beautiful Fea- 
tures, 


Those unpatriotic citizens who think Chi- 
cago a flat, uninteresting waste, utterly de- 
void of artistic interest, were shown the error 
of their ways yesterday. 

In a symposium on ‘‘ The Development of 
Art in Chicago,’’ held in the afternoon by the 
Arché6 club, Franklin MacVeagh said Chi- 
cago, far from being at the bottom of the list 
artistically, is, in many respects, the leader 
among American cities in the purity and 
value of its art possessions. 

“First and foremost among Chicago’s 
artistic features,”’ he said, ‘‘is its park and 
boulevard system. As it stands now there 
is nothing finer in the country. Its long 
stretches of drives, its great areas of semi- 
cultivated beauty, and its winding lagoons 
form the best system of its kind in the coun- 


ry. 

“In addition we are practically sure to 
have, in the near future, a great system of 
extended drives and outer parks which will 
make Chicago unique among the cities of the 


world. 
Sculpture of the Best. 

“ Chicago's sculpture is not large in quan- 
tity, but what we have is good. This is not 
the case in most American cities. In New 
York there are hundreds of atrocities that 
ought to be taken out and dumped some- 
where in the harbor. Chicago has none of 
these, and what we have ranks with the best 
in American sculpture. 

“ There is much to be done, however. We 
must remedy the awful condition and ap- 
pearance of our street cars. They are a dis- 
grace to any civilized community. Another 
thing that must be abolished is the smoke 
nuisance. 

“In this work for artistic betterment we 
must begin with the civic government. We 
have been a long time learning this les- 
son, but by the time it is drilled into us it 
will be well learned. The city government 
is the first thing to be cleaned up, !f we are 
to clean the city.’’ 


Celebrate Development of Art. 

The meeting, which was held ff the Chi- 
cago Historical Society building—Deerborn 
avenue and Ontario street, was described 
by club members as ‘a celebration of the 
development of Chicago art.” Almost 150 
leading artists of the city and representa- 
tives of the various art schools and socie- 
ties were invited as the guests of honor.

Malign Influences Behind Mayor; 
Dunne’s Candidacy Regarded 
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dinary political headquarters and that the 
postoffice would be managed in a non- 
partisan way for the benefit of the whole 
people without regard to politics. 

According to reports which have reached 
here, Mr. Busse has scrupulously carried out 
his contract and has entirely divorced the 
postoffice from the loca} municipal campaign. 
If it were otherwise the administration would 
be obliged to take action so that in the future 
it should not be said that the federal govern- 
ment had used its great power to put one of 
its own employés into the chief executive 
chair of one of the largest cities. 

Inasmuch as President Roosevelt has per- 
mitted Postmaster Busse to rémain in office, 
the writing of a letter by the president, no 
matter how much he might sympathize with 
the republican campaign, would surely be 
seized upon by democratic campaign mana- 
gers, and would be distorted into an at- 
tempt by the United States government to 
control the local affairs of Chicago. For this 
reason the president has declined to write 
a letter in regard to the Chicago campaign, 
but he has never hesitated to talk to his 
callers with the utmost freedom. 

Other members of the administration, not 
having the president's personal responsi- 
bility, are much more outspoken. 
no other large political campaign going on 
in the United States at the present time, and 
the fight in Chicago has naturally attracted 
the attention of all the administration people. 


Present Campaign Unique. 

The reports received here go to show there 
is at stake something a great deal more than 
the traction question itself, important as 
that is to tne people of Chicago. Certain

States Supreme court was 
scratch. 

Immediate municipal ownership at that 
time seemed to be a thing which might 
fairly be tried by the people. The traction 
lines were in a fearful mess. No one seemed 
to be able to untangle them. Company after 
company, corporation after corporation, had 
been laid over the streets of Chicago until 
few people could even estimate the real value 
of franchises or good will, or the physical 
improvements of the Chicago traction lines. 
The service was indescribably bad, nobody 
knew just when most of the franchises ex- 
pired, and the real difference between Dunne 
and Harlan at that time was largely one as 
between Tweedledum and Tweedledée. 


Evil Forces Backing Dunne. 

Since then everything has been changed. 
The United States Supreme court has swept 
the old traction companies off the map. The 
city government has been given a chance by 
means of this decision to make entirely new 
bargains on a new basis, and without In- 
volving the-expenditure of millions of money 
which were absolutely necessary under the 
old municipal ownership program. Mayor 
Dunne’s theories all seem to have failed, 
and control of the situation has been vested 
im the same liberal element of the city coun- 
cil. Qn that basis it would be a purely local 
situation in the Chicago mayoralty cam- 
paign, and there would be little outside in- 
terest, least of all in the federal administra- 
tion, there being no longer any Chicago mem- 
ber of the cabinet. 

What has stirred up the republican lead- 
ers here is the fact that In some way and 
for some reason, exactly the same elements 
have lined up in Chicago back of Dunne 
which were back of Hearst when he fought 
McClellan and which were also back of 
Hearst when he made his losing fight against 
Hughes. The Dunne people seem to have 
forgotten that they started out on a purely 
economic basis. Gradually there has come 
the same effort to array classes against 
masses and to arouse all the most dangerous, 
revolutionary, and un-American features of 
a municipal campaign in a great city, where 
it is the easiest thing in the world to inflame 
the passion of the mob to a degree which re- 
mains dangerous for years thereafter. 


President’s Attitude Defined. 

Those who are curious enough to find out 
the attitude of President Roosevelt in re- 
gard to just such a fight as is now being 
carried on in Chicago would do well to turn 
back to the celebrated speech he made less 
than a year ago, when he held up profes- 
sional “ muck rakers’’ to the scorn of the 
community and laid down the law of good 
sense in national and municipal govern- 
ment; when he said: 

“The only public servant who can be 
trusted honestly to protect the rights of the 
public against the misdeeds of a corporation 
ig that public man who will just as surely 
protect the corporation itself from wrone- 
ful aggression. If a public man is willing 
to yield to popular clamor and to do wrong 
to the man of wealth or to rich corporations, 
it may be set down as certain that if the 
opportunity comes he will secretly and fur- 
tively do wrong to the public in the inter- 
est of the corporation. 


Sanity and Honesty Needed. 

“But, in addition to honesty, we need 
sanity. No honesty will make a public man 
useful if that man is timid or foolish, if he 
is a hot headed zealot, or an impracticable 
visionary. As we strive for reform we find 
that it is not at all merely a case of a 
long uphill pull. On the contrary, there is 
almost as much of breeching work as of 
collar work; to depend only on traces means 
that there will soon be a runaway and an 
upset. The men of wealth who today are 
trying to prevent the regulation and control 
of their business in the interest of the public 
by proper government authorities will not 
succeed, in. my judgment, in checking the 
progress of the movement. But if they did 
succeed they would find that they had sown 
wind and surely would reap the whirlwind, 
for they would ultimately provoke the vio- 
lent excesses which accompany reform com- 
ing by convulsion, instead of by steady and 
natural growth. 

“On the other hand, the wild preachers of 
unrest and discontent, the wild agitators 
against the entire existjng order, the men 
who act crookedly, whetfier because of sinis- 
ter design or from mere puzzle headedness, 
the men who’preach destruction without pro- 
posing any substitute for what they intend to 
destroy, or who propose a substitute which 
would.be far wove than existing evils—all 
these men are the most dangerous opponents 
of real reform. If they get their way they 


will lead the people into a deeper pit than ,

The schoo! principals petitioned the school 
management committee several weeks ago 
to take such action as would make the Post 
promotional system applicable to principale 
as well as toteachers, permitting them to ad- 
vance in the salary scale solely on the basis 
of length of service. 

The school management committee gave 
the petitioners a hearing and later offered to 
promote them on the same plan that high 
school teachers are promoted under the new 
system. 


Protest by the Principals. 

Although the high school teachers are ad- 
vanced from one salary to a higher one on a 
basis of length of service, they are required 
to do certain study work or write a mono- 
graph on some educational subject once 
every three years. This work is to be re- 
garded as “ evidence of professional growth.” 
When a number of the principals learned 
that study was to be made compulsory they 
protested that they should be judged solely 
from the results of their work as shown in 
the schools in their charge. 

Asaresult of this second demand the school 
management committee asked every prin- 
cipals’ organization in the city to takea vote 
on the question and report results to the 
committee. It was over the report from the 
Principals’ club, the largest of the principals’ 
organizations, that the trouble arose. 


Report Submitted to Trustees. 


Chairman Fulton B. Ormsby of the com- 
mittee on administration submitted the re- 
port of the principals that the executive com- 
mittee of the club by a vote of 20 to 2 haa 
approved the plan and that later about 100 
members attended a general meeting of the 
club at which 39 voted against the proposed 
study requirements and 12 voted in favor of 
them. 

The report of this meeting was signed by 
Principals Fulton B. Ormsby, Harriet N. 
Winchell, Morgan G. Hogge, Abigail C. El- 
lings, Avon 8S. Hall, Harriet T. Treadwell, and 
Austin C. Rishel. 

As soon as the report was read Trustee 
Post presented a letter he had received from 
Principal Thompson in which the charge 
was made that the matter had been taken up 
during the last fifteen minutes of the princi- 
pals’ meeting and had not been discussed. 
Mr. Post asked that consideration of the plan 
be deferred, and April 8 was set for a hearing. 

“ The report was laid on the table on mo- 
tion of Principal Homer Bevans,"’ declared 
Principal Larck, ‘‘ and was notadopted. The 
report has been doctored." 

“The report was not doctored,” asserted 
Principal Hogge.

CRISIS REACHED 
IN LESLIE TRIAL. 


J udge Ball to Decide Today 
Whether Jury Shall Hear 
Nicholas’ Confession. 


TELLS HOW HE MADE IT. 


‘Detective Testifies It Was Volun- 
_ tary and That Prisoner Did 
It to Save Himself. 


— 


Judge Ball will announce this morning 
whether the written confession of Howard 
Nicholas that he and Leonard Leopold 
brutally murdered Mrs. Margaret Leslie, an 
actress, in her room in the Palace hotel, on 
Oct. 17, 1906, shall be subnattted as evidence. 

The state holds that this confession alone 
is sufficient to convict the two defendants. 
The defense does not deny that Nicholas 
made the confession, but on grounds that 
Nicholes made the confession to the police 
under threats or promises of clemency made 
a desperate fight throughout the afternoon 
session yesterday to exclude the confession. 

When court opened Judge Ball announced 
that the confession made by Leopold to the 
Wausau (Wis.) police, in which he admitted 
complicity in the crime, should be told to the 
jury. Policemen Green and Hogan of Wausau 
told the jury Leopold volunteered the con- 


fession. 
Leopold Gives His Version. 

Leopold was placed on the stand to tell his 
version of the alleged confession. He denied 

*having made it, any further than saying that 
he was the man for whom the Chicago police 
were searching. He said the officers “ bull- 
dozed"’ him after giving him two bottles of 
whisky. 

“They said I would be hanged and might 
as well make a clean breast of it,"’ said Leo- 
pold. ‘*‘ They asked me who killed Mrs. Les- 
lie, and I said I didn’t know, but that I had

Detective Tells of Confession. 

Willtam 8S. McGuire of the city detective bu- 
reau, probably the most important witness 
the state has, told the story of obtaining 
Nicholas’ consent to confess. He denied he 
had held out any promises or intimidated the 
prisoner. 

‘* After they had taken Nicholas to the East 
Chicago Avenue station I told him that he 
had been charged with the murder of Mrs. 
Leslie,’’ said McGutre. 

‘“* What do you mean?’ he said. ‘ Why, 
she was my friend. I wouldn’t do anything 
like that.’ , 

Said He Feared Hanging. 

‘‘ Later, when I asked him to explain his 
possession of the diamonds, he said: ‘Ican't 
tell’ what I know about the case without in- 
viting myself to a necktie party.’ 

‘** Do you mean to say you did the job?’ I 
asked. 

‘** No, but I was in the room when it was 
done,’ said Nicholas. 

“*Tf you are not the man, you should tell 
who the guilty party is,’ I told him. 

‘“* He asked me if there were anything in 
it for him if he should. I told him nothing 
more than to shift the blame from himself in 
case he were not guilty: Iasked him who the 
right man was. 

“* Tf you want the right man, get the fellow 
who was with me when I tried to pawn the 
diamonds,’ he said. 

‘* He meant Glen Harding, who turned out 
to be Leopold. I took Nicholas to Capt. 
O’Brien and told him the prisoner was ready 
to tell the story. Assistaht Chief Schuettler, 
Police Attorney Comerford, and a number of 
witnesses were called in, and Nicholas told 
the story.”’ 

Document Corrected by Nicholas. 

The confession, after it was typewritten, 
was read and signed by Nicholas and cor- 
rected by his own hand. It isin possession of 
Assistant State’s Attorney Short, and re- 
lates that the two men killed the woman and 
took the diamonds. Nicholas applied chloro- 
form to the cloth, after Leopold had choked 
her into unconsciousness, it says. 

Those who heard Nicholas confess, and who 
signed the confession as witnesses, are: E. H. 
Woelfel, William Von Burries, Gustav Drey- 
fuss, A#L. Rueter, John J. Deveneux, H. A. 
Hoban, H. F. Schuettler, and Frank D. Com- 
erford. 

Assistant Chief Schuettler, on the stand, 
said Nicholas’ confession was entirely vol- 
untary.

Trial of Horace George Rayner Re-

LONDON, March 22.—Sentence of death 
was imposed today upon Horace George Ray- 
ner, who on Jan..24 shot and killed William 
Whiteley, the noted merchant of West- 
bourne, known as the “‘ general provider.” 

The trial laid bare a phase of the dead mer- 
chant’s life, of which the first hint came out 
the day Rayner shot him down in his store. 

Attorney Muir, the prosecuting attorney, 
said the prisoner was 8 years old before 
any member of his family became inany way 
connected with Mr. Whiteley. At that time, 
in 1882, Rayner’s aunt, Louisa Turner, was 
given employment in Whiteley’s store, and 
the following year she went to live under 
his protection. Cecil Whiteley, whom the 
prisoner pretended to be while in the hospital 
suffering from the pistol shot which he in- 
flicted on himself after the murder, was a 
son by thig connection and was born in 1885.

COBBLER MAKES ASHES BURN 
MORE READILY THAN COAL. 


Altoona Man Applies for Patent on the 
Secret of Discovery—Practical Test 
Shows Its Worth. 3 


Altoona, Pa., March 22.—[Special.})—The 
ingemuity of an aged, hardworking cobbler, 
John Ellmore of this city, has succeeded in 
bringing the waste product of ashes into 
service, and, with the means of a prepared 
compound, he makes them burn more readily 
than coal. He has applied for a patent on 
the secret of his discovery. 

By taking a‘small quantity of his com- 
pound and mixing it with a little water, then 
sprinkling it over the ashes and stirring 
them up with some coal, they are ready to 
burn. Of a ton of the mixture nothing is left 
but two or three smal! clinkers, and the ashes 
from a ton of coal are converted into fuel 
with a small portion of the compound. 

A test was given at a local electric illumi- 
nating establishment today. One of the 
boilers was used for the demonstration, and 
in the test the other nine boilers were fired 
with bituminous coal, The one boiler itn 
which the test was made produced a greater 
heat than the other nine.

According to a table of 
recipes outlined today, food not only decides 
& man's muscular character, but his menta! 
caliber end particular fitness in business life 
as well. Here are some of them: 

To make money in the stock market: Eat 
meat fresh from the slaughter house, just 
as the eagle, shrewdest of all birds of prey, 
kille a lamb and eats it om the spot. 

To become a prize fighter or a great war 
rior: Hat all, meats raw. 

To be mediocre: Eat “ ham and.” 

To cultivate brain storms: Eat midnight 
lobster. 

To be a mollycoddle: 
fast foods. 

Regularity the Thing. 

Success in everything depends upon the 
regularity of your diet. The department au- 
thorities say that man reflects the animal 
spirit. They point to the fact that just as the 
carniverous animals, as the tiger and the lion, 
are predatory and ferocious, so can a human 
being become by devouring raw meat. And, 
by the same process, the graniverous ani- 
mals, like the cow and the horse, are tract- 
able and strong, just as the man is who lives 
on vegetables. 

Thus by a regular diet of beans three times 
a day from generation to generation the sub- 
ject finally becomés a strong but easily per- 
suaded individual. On the other hand if 
the subject eats raw beef sandwiches he be- 
comes belligerent, crafty, treacherous, and 
selfish.

The wagon with the confiscated furniture 
had just moved off when Thompson ap- 
proached McLean, who was standing on the 
side, and fired one shot, the bullet striking 
McLean in the throat, breaking his neck and 
causing almost instant death. 


Killed from Ambush. 

As McLean fell Thompson turned and ran 
west on Sixth street, with Scott in pursuit. 
Dodging behind a billboard at the corner 
of Seventh and Trockmorton streets, Thomp- 
son ambushed Scott, shooting the deputy 
three times in the body. When Scott fell 
Thompson stopped only long enough to dis- 
card his empty pistol for that carried by the 
dying deputy and then renewed his flight. 

Thompson found, temporary refuge in a 
lumber shed just across the street from the 
Touraine hotel, the most fashionable hos- 
telry in the city. Hére he was located by 
Patrolmen Bell ard Loyd, who opened fire on 
him, wounding him in three places. Thomp- 
son kept on shooting until he had emptied his 
gun. Then the officers made him a prisoner. 


Mob of 5,000 Men. 

As soon as the shots were heard on the iIn- 
side of the lumber yard the crowd on the 
outside numbered fully 5,000 persons. The 
crowd was wildly excited and eager to lynch 
Thompson. Suddenly a police patrol wagon 
came dashing through the crowd, and soon 
the officers came out of the yard, dragging 
Thompson with them. 

The mob threw themselves upon the offi- 


But the whale had a thousand horse power 
in his flukes, and it was soon evident to those 
on shore that the whalers were not as good 
as the whale and couldn’t head him off.

They were about to try a shot when the 
whale gave a big spout and throwing his tall 
high in the air went down. The boats waited 
around for a half hour and then began the 
ten mile pull home. 

Beach Black with Landsmen. 

Meanwhile word that another whale had 
been sighted had reached out into the back 
country, and by the time the crews turned 
back Amagansétt beach was black with peo- 
ple who had driven down in every sort of 
vehicle to see the show. 

Capt. Josh was much disappointed in his 
failure to land the whale. He has acontract 
with the New York Natural History museum 
to turn over to them intact the next whale 
he got. The whalers say that the museum 
people will tow the whale, if one is caught, to 
New York. They have had a promise, they 
say, of a much larger amount for the entire 
carcass of the whale than they could make 
by selling the oll and bone. 

However, Capt. Josh has hopes. He be- 
lieves that the whale sighted today is the 
mate of the one killed last month, and that 
it is ranging the coast searching for its lost 
comrade. He believes that it will be sighted

WILL END TICKET ‘GRAFT? 


CHIEF COLLINS TO ENFORCE ANTI- : 


SPECULATING ORDINANCE. 


On Recetving an Opinion from As- 
sistant Corporation Counsel Wade 
That the Measure Is Legal He In- 
structs Capts. O’Brien and Gibbons 
to Cause Arrest of Persons Who 
Sell Cards of Admission to Theaters 
at an Advance in Price. 


The amended ordinance prohibiting specu- 
lating In theater tickets has been pronounced 
legal by Assistant Corporation Counsel Ed- 
ward T. Wade, and as a result several ofthe 
speculators operating in downtown hotels 
may be arrested today. 

Chief of Police Collins, who had been wait- 
ing for an “‘ opinion ” as to the legality of the 
ordinance, took steps to enforce the measure 
on receiving word from Mr. Wade in the aft- 
ernoon. He notified Capt. O’Brien, chief of 
the detectiye bureau, and Capt. Gibbons of 
the central detail to begina‘‘ vigorous” en- 
forcement of the law against. ticket 
“brokers.” 

Several detectives were detailed to procure 
evidence against violators of the ordinance. 
They were furnished with money with which 
to buy tickets and when the evidence ig in 
the hands of the police warrants will be 
sworn out for the arrest of the speculators 
who solc the tickets. 


Enforcement May Be Delayed. 

A new point, which may delay the enforce- 
ment of the ordinance for more than a week, 
arose during the day. Assistant Corporation 
Counsel Wade said the measure wil not be- 
come effective until ten days after ite pub- 
lication in the council proceedings. The pro- 
ceedings, including the anti-speculating or- 
dinance, were published yesterday. 

*“‘T am sure the ordinance fs legal, but it 
will not become effective until ten days after 
** The po- 
lice, however, have instructions to go allead, 
and enforce the measure. 

“Tf arrests are made, which I expect soon, 
we shall awk that the cases be continued 
until the ordinance becomes effective, The 
cases will be heard in the Municipal court.” 

When esked for an “ opinion’’ as to the 
legality of this procedure, Attorney Wade 
said he believed ft was legel. 


Activity Promised by Collins. 

“TY shall enforce the theater ticket ordi- 
nanee vigorously,” said Chief Collins. “ All 
persons found selling tickets who have no 
authority to do so will be arrested.” 

The grievance committed of the Anti-The- 
ater Ticket Speculating association will meet 
today to devise ways and means of prose- 
cuting the “ brokers.”” David Revell, prest- 
dent of the association, is preparing to cause 
the arrest of a number of speculators. 

*“ We are working on a plan which wil) re- 
sult in the arrest of the ticket grafters,” paid 
James J. Kelly, secretary of the organiza- 
tion. ‘“* When the evidence we want has been 
obtained we will go ahead and clean out the 
whole tribe of them.” 

Master in Chancery O’Donnell received a 
letter from one of the victims who offered to 
contribute $10 toward a fund to be used for 
expenses incidental to the prosecution of the 
ticket grafters. 


OFFER OF FREE GAS PLANT 
TO VILLAGE OF WINNETKA. 


William Bross Lloyd Seeks to Divert to

SALVATION ARMY BUREAU DIS- 
SUADES 27 FROM DEATH. 


During the Three Weeks of Its Ex- 
istence Value of Work Is Proved— 
People Who Visited It Represent 
Many Classes—Better Quarters and 
Larger Resources Needed to 
tinue on More Adequate Seale, Saya 
Brigadier McMillan.

During the three weeks which have elapsed 
since the organization of the Salvation army 
anti-suicide bureau at 390 State street it has 
proved its usefulness. According to the re- 
ports and belief of Mrs. Commissioner Kil- 
bey and Brigadier A. McMillan, who have 
charge of this branch of the work, nearly 
thirty people have been @issuaded from sui- 
cidal purposes and have been placed in po- 
sitions, when necessary, which yield a livell- 
hood and give opportunities for further use- 
fulness. 

The bureau was organised three weeks 
ago last Thureday, and in that time twenty 
men and seven women who contemplated 
self-destruction have visited the officers, 
have been dissuaded from the extreme course 
and persuaded to continue in their work or 
enabled to obtain employment. Brigadier 
McMillan said yesterday afternoon that as 
far as he knew not one of the twenty-seven 
who had called at the office for advice and 
gone forth had carried out their original pur- 
pose. 

All Classes of People. 

‘We have had people of all classes and 
stations in Nfe: gamblers who had lost their 
last dollar; business failures who had taken 
to drink, mem and women who were of con- 
siderable means, but who had become de- 
spondent because of the death of some dear 
one, and the poor who were to be classed 
among the ‘down and outs.’

Every day 
I receive a number of telephone messages 
from our ‘patients’ who have gone away 
and they are most encouraging and of a 
cheerful tone. And they always are per- 
fectly free to come to the headquarters 
whenever they please, or if the old tempta- 
tion returns. 

‘‘Several days ago I had a pitiful case. 
A young man who had gone so far as to 
remove every possible identification mark 
from his clothing came to me. We talked a 
long time and we discussed the matter thor- 
oughly, and he finally agreed to make an- 
I have heard from him 
since and he is on the high road to become 
a useful member of society. 


Need Better Quarters. 

‘This is the sort of work we are doing, 
but we need better quarters and larger re- 
sources, This we hope for in time when 
philanthropists are convinced of the prac- 


ticabiity of the work.

Why Prosecution Goes Slow. 


The true reason for the determination of the 
Prosecution to take no immediate steps 
toward removing from office the supervisors 
was disclosed this afternoon. District At- 
torney Lengdon said in order to remove them 
it would be necessary to prove the charges 
made against them. This would compel the 
prosecution to bring forward all its evidence 
and thereby disclose its entire hand before 
the trials of those who are or will be indicted. 

The grand jury did not meet today, but will 
hold a short session tomorrow, at which time 
the investigation of the alleged telephone 
deal will be resumed. No indictments are ex- 
pected to be filed tomorrow. 


Elisor to Guard Jury. 


The same care and watchfulness that have 
marked the custody of Ruef will be exercised 
in guarding the jury against any pogsible 
outside influences when his trial begins. In- 
stead of a bailiff or the sheriff having charge 
of the jury, District Attorney Langdon today 
stated that the jury will be placed in charge 
of Elisor W. J. Biggy. This is said to be 
the first time in the legal history of the 
United States that an elisor has been ap- 
pointed by a court to apprehend a defendant 
and given such power to keep him in custody 
during trial. 


Ruef’s Lawyers in Wrangle. 

The report that there is dissension among 
Ruef's attorneys seems to be borne out by 
the fact that they no longer confer with him 
together, but visit him singly. 

Ruef was in much better spirits this after- 
noon. He submits gracefully to the restraint 
placed upon him, and expressed his appre- 
ciation of the courtesies extended to him by 
Elisor Biggy and his guards. 

When told that Mayor Schmitz’s former 
residence may become a temporary prison 
Ruef fockingly eaid: 

‘“Why not take my house? I have offered 
the elisor my home for the purpose.’’

Production, Distribution, and Trans-

ROOSEVELT HITS 
WOOD'S ACCUSER. 
Sets Aside Findings of Court 


Martial Which Acquitted 
Capt. Koehler. 


REPRIMAND IS UPHELD. 


Language of Commanding Officer 
Held to Have Been Warrant- 
ed by the Evidence. 


Washington. D. C., March 22.—[Special.]— 
The acquittal of Capt. Lewis M. Korhler, 
Fourth cavalry, by the second court martial 
which tried him was set aside today, leaving 
the status of the captain the same as if the 
proceedings never had been begun. | 

Capt. Koehler was cavalry commander at 
Jolo, P. L., and was charged with using dis- 
respectful language in an appeal from the 
action of Gen. Wood, the division com- 
mander, who reprimanded Capt. Koehler for 
making charges against Maj. Scott, com- 
manding officer at the Jolo military post and 
civil governor of Jolo, and also was charged 
with conduct unbecoming an officer and gen- 
tleman in making unfounded and malicious 
statements regarding his commanding officer 
and with insubordination. 

The first court martial sentenced him to be 
reprimanded and the second court martial, 
on which today’s presidential action was 
based, acquitted him. 


Roosevelt Raps Court Martial. 


The president’s order follows: 

The White House, Washington, D. C., March 
22.—The proceedings, findings, and acquitta! in the 
case of Capt. Lewis M. Koehler, Fourth cavalry, 
United States army, are disapproved. I entirely 
concur in all that the secretary of war says of 
Capt. Koehler and of Gen. Wood, and of the poor 
showing made by the court which last passed on 
the case. THEODORE ROOSEVELT. 

Secretary Taft in his letter says in part: 

“Capt. Koehler made himself annoying 
to Maj. Scott by captious insistence that 
Maj. Scott should be in his office at certain 
times, and should discharge his duties as 
military post commander with the same de- 
gree of promptness that he would have done 
had he not the additional duties of civil gov- 
ernor. The friction between the two officers 
became so great that Capt. Koehler filed 
charges against Maj. Soott.”’ 


Text of Wood’s Reprimand. 


Maj. Scott later filed charges against Capt. 
Koehler. A court martial found Capt. 
Koehler guilty of preferring captious and un- 
necessary charges against his commanding 
officer, and in reprimanding him under the 
sentence of the court martial Gen. Wood de- 
clared that Capt. Koehler’s conception of the 
standard of conduct and uprightnessas they 
exiet in the army was distorted to a degree 
not found in the just and fair minded, and 
that he should cultivate those habits of true 
soldierly subordination which the evidence 
in the case showed him to lack. 

Capt. Koehler appealed, though the law 
does not specifically provide for such a rem- 
edy, to the secretary of war, saying, of the 
reprimand, that ‘‘the severity, even to 
harshness, of the reprimand administered 
shows prejudice, bias, unfairness, and a 
preconceived conviction that I wae guilty as 
originally charged.’”” In commenting upon 
the trial he further said: ‘‘ 1 was harassed 
and handicapped by the feeling that I was 
helpless and at the mercy of a superior who 
would make use of every unfair advantage to 
harm and to protect his own personal friend, 
Maj. Scott.” 

Says Guilt Is Sustained. 

Gem Wood called the attention of the war 
department to the appeal and submitted the 
question of disciplinary proceedings. A 
court martial was then appointed, which ac- 
quitted Capt. Kohler. 

Continuing, Secretary Taft’s letter says: 

*“ T have no hesitation in saying, after a full 
consideration of the matter, that the finding 
of the first court martial that Capt. Koehler 
was guilty of filing captious and unnecessary 
charges against his commanding officer was 
fully sustained. His statements in his appea> 
cannot be supported. 

“The question then remains, what is to be 
done? A reviewing authority may mitigate 
a sentence, but it cannot change a finding of 
acquittal to one of conviction. It can, how- 
ever, in any case disapprove the entire pro- 
ceeding and refuse to confirm a finding of ac- 
quittal. The effect of this is to set aside the 
proceedings as if they had not been com- 
menced. By this course, you, as the review- 
ing authority, are not involved in the logical 
consequences with respect to Gen. Wood 
which must follow an approval of the sen- 
tence as already explained, and Capt. Koehler 
simply is restored to duty. This is the view of 
the judge advocate general, in whose recom- 
mendations I fully concur.” 


BIG GAIN IN MANUFACTURES. 


United States Now Ranks as Third 
Among World’s Exporters of This 
Kind of Goods. 


Washington, D. C., March 22.—The United 
States now ranks third among the world’s 
exporters of manufactures, according to a 
monograph on ‘exports of manufactures 
from the United States and the distribution "’ 
issued today by the bureau of statistics of 
the department of commerce and labor. 

Not only do the exports of manufactures 
now exceed $700,000,000 per annum and have 
doubled in value in a single decade, but aleo 
the share which products of the factory 
form of the total exports is steadily increas- 
ing. A comparison showe that in 1880 manu- 
factures formed but 15 per cent of the total 
exports of domestic products, while in 19086 
they formed 40 per cent. 

In the decade ending with 1006 exports of 
manufactures increased 198 per cent, while 
those of Germany increased 75 percent. The 
growth of exports of manufactures in the 
sixteen years following 1890 was practically 
three times as great as that of the entire 
seventy years preceding that year.

DEFENSE HAS POWER TO FORCE 
IDENTITY OF 1,903, CARS. 


W. T. Aylesbury, Auditor for &t. 
Louis Terminal Association, Re- 
turns with 6500 Books Showing 
Chappel Shipments—May Be Caused 
Extra Work—Witness in Case Says 
6 Cent Rate Was Given Before At- 
torneys Can Object. 


The attorneys for the Standard O!! com- 
pany have it within their power to lengthen 
the trial of their client several weeks. W. T. 
Aylesbury, auditor of car records for the 
four terminal associations of St. Louis, has 
brought the 500 books in which is noted the 
disposition of the 1908 oil cars on which the 
indictment is based. 

The defense can force the government to 
have each entry in these books relating to 
the case found and identified by Aylesbury 
or accept the transcript which he has pre- 
pared and which was offered in evidence yes- 
terday. If the former is demanded it will 
take several weeks and have no other result 
than prolonging the trial. The question is to 
be decided today. ’ 

Defense Brings Out Books. 

It was the defense which forced the gov- 
ernment to produce these books. Aylesbury 
was called to the witness stand nearly two 
weeks ago, and at that time had a transcript 
of the Standard Oil shipments which were 
cared for by the terminal associations of St. 
Louis during the period covered by the in- 
dictment. 

On cross examination he admitted that he 
had not personally checked Over the entries 
on his transcript, but had left that to the 
clerks under him. The defense objected and 
he was ordered to return and bring his books 
with him. These arrived in three huge boxes. 

Something near a tilt between Assistant 
District Attorney Wilkerson and Moritz Ros- 
enthal, couneel for the Standard Oil company, 
occurred in the morning during the introduc- 
tion of the charter of the Chicago Terminal 
Transfer company. The defense had ob- 
jected, and when Judge Landis overruled the 
objection Mr. Rosenthal charged the govern- 
ment with introducing a lot of superfluous 
matter. This was emphatically denied by 
Mr. Wilkerson, but before Mr. Rosenthal 
could retort the court interposed. 

“ In discussing objections the attorneys will 
address the court and not each other,” he 


said. 
Testifies to Cheap Rate. 

J. H. Howard, auditor in charge of the Chi- 
cago and Alton records, was on the witness 
stand most ofthe afternoon. When court ad- 
journed he had identified 1,200 of the way- 
bills and entries in connection therewith 
dealing with the cars upon which the various 
counts are based. In the course of his exam- 
ination he was asked by Mr. Wilkerson on 
what basis per 100 pounds the bills to the 
Standard Oil company were computed. 

“ Six cents,”” was the unhesitating reply, 
uttered before the defense had time to object. 

Other witnesees were J. F. Watking and E. 
M. Morrissey, employés of the Wiggins Ferry 
company. 


INTIMATION OF BRIBERY

The community had a right to 
take this as:a-promise that if: Mr. Dunne 
were electedsthe public schools would come 
to no harm at his hands. If this promise 
had been kept lis; failure to live up to 
some of his other mises might have 
been overlooked. | 

The “ magnificent-school system ” May- 
or Dunne praised’has mot been maintained 
in its “ advancingjstate;of excellence,” It 
has been maimed and! crippled. It has 
been demoralized and disorganized. Its 
control has been handed’ over to partisans 
who are making'stump‘speeches for the 
mayor end to single taxers and socialists 
who lack educational and business quali- 
fications, and whose policy has been that 
everything which experience had proved 
to be for the good ofthe schools should 
be done away with. Their’motto has been 
“ehange all things.” 

In managing the finances they have 
economized where economy was hurtful. 
Thus they have cut down the appropria- 
tion for text books for poor children, but 
they have made up for that by spending 
money for other purposes lavishly and 
wastefully, and have closed the year with 
a large deficit. By their extravagance 
they have seriously crippled the schools 
for the coming year. 

When Mayor Dunne’s appointees took 
hold they found in force a merit system 
for the appointment and promotion of 
teachers. To that system the efficiency of 
It was disliked by a 
faction among the teachers which wished 
to rule the schools, and so Mayor Dunne’s 
board swept the merit system away. 
There is a superMiteident who knows the 
needs of the schools, but the chief object 
of the board has been to find out what he 
favored and then do exactly the contrary. 
It meddled with the text book question 
and made a sorry and expensive mess of 
it. 

The salaries of teachers have been in- 
creased, though by doing that it became 
impossible to establish more kindergar- 
tens ahd evening schools and take proper 
care of the high schools. The children 
suffer that the teachers may be better 
paid, for it is an axiom with the present 
beard that public schools exist for the 
‘special purpose of giving employment to 
teachers. 

If Mayor Dunne_were to be retlected 
there would be four years more of misrule 
in ‘the public schools. There would not 
‘be a shred of discipline or efficiency left 
at the end of that time. The.“ magnifi- 
cent school system” the mayor gave the 
people to understand he would uphold 
would be a wreck. Voters who have chil- 
dren in the publie schools should unite to 
put an end to the partisan, topsy-turvy, 
and petticoat government that is depriv- 
ing their children of a proper education. 


GUARDING AMERICAN INTERESTS. 

The landing of small detachments of 
marines at some Honduran coast towns 
will be generally approved. Americans 
have commercial interests which demand 
protection, and in the excited state of 
mind of the people of that region there is 
much danger lest something occur to 
make out of the petty warfare of neigh- 
bors,an occasion for far greater disturb- 
ance. Even a small company of marines 
will have marked influence. It is unlikely 
that any outrages will take place with 
these police of the United States near at 
hand, even though Nicaraguan forces shall 
capture the towns. | | 

Incidentally, there will be another thing 
accomplished. Européans who may be 
living in these towns) will also be pro- 
tected. There will be no occasion for any 
European government to send a naval ves- 
sel to the Honduran coast. The presence 
of the United States marines will serve 
as a check upon the belligerents and wil] 
relieve the fears of those European coun- 
tries whose interests might seem endan- 
gered. The trend of \the events, of late 
years has made it a duty of the United 
States to police the Caribbean region 
when policing is needed, The other pow- 
ers of the world expect it and approve it. 

It is gratifying, too, that the marines 
were landed before there had been any 
serious damage to commercial interests. 
It is rarely the case that such damage is 
done to foreign interests with definite in- 
tent. Usually such things happen inad- 
vertently. The chances for any difficul- 
ties are much lessened by the action of 
this government. | 

This important step having been taken 
to protect the interests of other nations, 
it really makes little difference whether 
there is any attempt! at intervention or 
not. Having been unmoved by the urg- 
ings of the American and Mexican repre- 
sentatives before the outbreak of hostili- 
ties, the belligerents may prefer to go 
ahead with their fighting until each side 
is satisfied. : 


WHERE UNANIMITY WENT WRONG. 

In Helicon hall, before the late de- 
structive conflagration, Upton Sinclair had 
gathered around him fifty-four assdéciates 
of various intents and purposes.

It is not an ill natured reflection on these 
purposeful community workers that in 
their zeal for high attainments they neg- 
lected the commonest measures of self- 
protection; it is merely surprising that 
they should have done so, and they are 
to be tulated that they escaped so 
luckily. At least they have learned a val- 
uable lesson, and the world is already 
assured that when the community comes 
together again it will have profited by its 
experience and be a little more practical. 
It is remarkable, indeed, that the ‘only 
specific consideration which met with al- 
most unanimous, though silent, indorse- 
ment—-absolute neglect of the elementary 
principles of protection against the peril 
of fire—-was the unhappy instrument of 
the community’s undoing. 


THIEVES AND THIEVES. 

Four Nelifaska cattlemen who con-. 
spired to steal 200,000 acres of govern- 
ment land hdve been condemned to pay 
the penalty for their crimes. Two of 
them are to pay a fine of $1,500 each and 
serve one year in a county jail; two of 
them must pay $800 each and spend eight 
months in jail. It cannot be said that 


theft of 200,000 acres of land. 

Suppose that these mefi had been con- 
victed of stealing $200 in cash or that by 
force they had held up a citizen and taken 
a dollar from his pocket they would not 
have got off so easily.‘ There is a defect 
in the laws when greater thieves escape 
with penalties mild in comparison with 
those imposed upon lesser thieves, If the 
man who stole $178,000 from the sub- 
treasury is found to be a trusted em- 
ployé of the government no greater pun- 
ishment can be inflicted upon him than 
upon a sneak thief who takes an over- 
coat worth $15, while the minimum pen- 
alty in the latter case is one year and in 
the former case six months. 

Whether viewed from the standpoint of 
punishment or warning the penalty in- 
flicted upon the-land thieves is not likely 
to have a great deterrent effect. To sery 
one year in a county jail) where money 
will procure luxuries and where there is 
no hard labor to perform, is little enough 
to pay for the use for years of ‘200,000 
acres of land. -The government is making 
a good beginning in prosecuting the men 
who seize the public domain, but the next 
convicted criminals should be given the 
extreme penalty of the law if the practice 
is to be rendered unpopular. 


POLICE SALARIES, 

The city appropriations are made a 
short time before the spring election. 
This is an unlucky combination. Because 
of it the aldermen are apt to vote pay in- 
creases which they would not vote if the 
budget were passed on after election. 
They are thinking more of votes they may 
get than of the interests of the city. If 
it had not been for considerations of that 
kind the council would not have taken 
the action it did as to the pay of police- 
men. It would have left it to the next 
council to say whether there should be an 
advance in salaries. 
practically compelled its successor to add 
about $700,000 to the current expenses of 
the city for 1908. Whether its revenues 
will be in shape to stand the additional 
charge is something which cannot be told 
at this time. The money for the higher 
salaries has been appropriated for only 
one month of this year, but no policeman 
believes the next council will refuse to 
make the bjg appropriation for 1908. 

Probably it is true that the higher 
wages which workingmen are getting add 
to the difficulty of securing first class re- 
cruits for the police force. The increase 
in the cost of living may be pleaded as 
some justification of an advance in sala- 
ries when the city can afford it. But it 
is going too far to adopt the New York 
scale of compensation in Chicago. When 
it comes to matters of that kind there 
shoedld be no attempt at rivalry. There 
would have been none if the election had 
not been near at hand.

Report That Combatants in Recent 
. War Are on Eve of Defensive and 


Offensive Agreement with England 
and France Stirs Washington. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN, 

Washington, D. C., March 22.—[Special.}-- 
Official and diplomatic Washington is deep- 
by interested in a report emanating from offi- 
cial sources that Japan and Russia are 
paving the way to an offensive and defen- 
give alliance, in which Great Britain and 
France will participate. 

If it be true it will be the biggest diplo- 
matic coup which has occurred since the al- 
Hance between England and Japan, which 
made the Russo-Japanese war possible, For 
the recent enemies it will mean that the 
armed truce which now exists will give way 
to a permanent peace in connection with the 
far east. 

Any one familiar with conditions which 
have existed in Manchuria during the eight~ 


een months which have elapsed since the 


treaty .of Portsmouth is aware that there 
has been constant friction between Russia 
and Japan. Certain negotiatione were neces» 
sary to carry the treaty into effect. These 
negotiations have been in progress in St, 
Petersburg. Japan adopted an attitude ex- 
tremely irritating to the Russians, and the 
czar was driven to a point where he 
practically had determined not to put into 
execution that feature of the convention 
which required final evacuation of northern 
Manchuria, which remained in Russian pos 
session, until March 15 of this year. For 
a time it looked as if negotiations would 
fail and that the result would be the re- 
sumption of strained relations and eventual] 
hostilities, 
> 


Japan Off Her High Horse, 

Now, according to authoritative informa- 
tion, all this has changed and Japan has 
abandoned the high handed role she at first 
assumed. She has become more concilia- 
tory and apparently is anxious to meet Rus- 
gia half way im arranging all questions 
between them. Perhaps this was due to the 
action of the czar in ordering the withdrawal 
of Russian troops about six weeks ago, in 
accordance With the earnest advice of M. 
Iswolsky, Russian minister for foreign af- 
fairs. Ilewolsky was moved to give this coun- 
sel by his desire to show the worl that 
Russia wage living loyally up to the stipu- 
lations of the treaty of Portsmouth, and that 
if a break again occurred with Japan the 
fault would rest with the latter. 

Japan seems to have appreciated the awk- 
ward position in which she would be placed 
and immediately changed her tone, display- 


ing an earnest desire to terminate the nego- 


tiations alone mutually satisfactory lines as 
promptly as possible. In addition, she gave 
assurarces of her intention to evacuate 
southern Manchuria by the date fixed in the 
treaty and conveyed these assurances not 
only to Russia, but to the United States 
and other powers.

Removes Peril of New War. 

But besides settling the disputes with re- 
speci-fo Manchuria and. the fisheries of east- 
erh Siberia in accordance with the Ports- 
mouth treaty, the report which has reached 
here Indicates that the two countries have 
taken or are on the eve of taking a more 
forward step, of the kind, in fact, that the 
Russian regotiators sought at Portsmouth. 
This is nothing short of a mutual agree- 
ment with respect to the far east and an 
alliance in support thereof. 

At Portsmouth M. De Witte, chief of the 
Russian plentpotentiaries, found on sound- 
ing Baron Komura and Mr. Takahira, the 
Japanese envoys, that it would be a waste 
of time to propose that the war be sealed 
by an alliance. Japan was sue¢picious of 
Russian pledges and was unwilling to bind 
her future policy. Moreover, Great Britain 
Was passing through a period of strained 
relations with Russia, and was apprehensive 
that the St. Petersburg government intend- 
ed am attack on her one vulnerable flank, 
India. 

In order to keep good faith with the British 
government it was essential that Japan 
should decline to do more than sign a treaty 
of peace, and this attitude was made clear 
to the Russian representatives.

England the Agent of Peace. 

But since the war a change has occurred 
in the relations of Great Britain and Russia. 
Indeed, the two countries have been en- 
deavoring to reach an agreement on vari- 
ous questions in the controversy between 
them. as Great Britain and France adjusted 
their differences by an agreement made about 
the time of the outbreak of the Russo-Jap- 
anese war. Great Britain’s efforts have 
been assisted by France, which is a firm and 
ancient ally of Russia. In order to insufe a 
peaceful arrangement between Russia and 
Japan, Great Britain has applied pressure 
at Tokio. Thus has come the satisfactory 
solution of Russo-Japanese questions arising 
out of tne treaty of Portsmouth, and the 
prospect of even closer relations between four 
of the greatest powers in the world. 

If these relations are effected, every part 
of the world will feel the result. It will bea 
strong guarantee of universal peace. Ger- 
many will be isolated in Europe, and the 
United States, too, will be outside the breast- 
works. Fortunately such a situation is by 
no means strange for this country, because of 
its observance of Washington's famous max- 
im: ‘‘ No tangling alliances.”’ But it is sert- 
ous for Germany, which is concerned con- 
stantly about that intangible but important 
and everlasting problem: ‘‘ The balance of 
power.”’ 

In the far east the American government 
would welcome an arrangement which would 
maintain the existing status quo, and that 
would have to be the basis of treaties be- 
tween the powers named. But from the point 
of view of both Russia and Japan, the ques- 
tion of northern China is important as a 
feature of the larger question—control of the 
Pacific ocean.

California’s Action a Factor. 

The irritating atitude of the American Pa- 
cific slope towards the Japanese has caused 
statesmen of the mikado’s empire to reckon 
with the possibility of the United States as 
an enemy, and to deal firmly with this coun- 
try it is necessary that Russia should be con- 
verted into a friend. This is an additional 
argument used in support‘of the report that 
Russia and Japan are about to become allies. 

So far as Manchuria is concerned, China is 
preparing to resume the mastery of the three 
provinces which make up this region. 
Ostensibly the territory will be turned over 
to the Chinese within three weeks. The 
Peking government is organizing troops to 
maintain order, has resumed possession of 
most of the towns and ports, and intends to 
reorganize the official, financial, and other 
systems. But, unfortunately for China, and 
American trade, the real masters will con- 
tinue to be Japan and Russia.

“The Thread of Gold” Displays 


a Rare Quality of Frankness in 
Heart Communings. 


“THE THREAD OF GOLD” is the title 
of one of Arthur Christopher Benson's am- 
bling books, published by B. P. Dutton & Co. 
Mr. Benson talks so agreeably that this book, 
reaching this reviewer's table for the first 
time, shows a number of reprints since 1895, 
the date of its original publication. It is no 
more than a friendly comment upon the pass- 
ing days, made in a benign spirit and a pleas- 
ing literary style. At times these musings’ 
are inconsequent, but life betrays us all into 
inconsequences now and then, and what 
saves the book is the really lovely thread of 
gold of Mr. Benson's good will toward all 
things visible and invisible. What he says 
about prayer—‘the sense of aspiration ''~ 
is fine enough and simple enough to have 
been said by Wagner and Maeterlinck. 


Mr. Benson's kindly encouragement of this 
sort’ is illustrated by human and touch- 
ing stories, and concluded with the open 
confession of a gentle and contrite heart. 

It is rare in these days that a man fs found 
sufficiently frank to be willing to share the 
communings of his own heart with others, 
and many of us pride ourselves that we are 
too delicate and finely reticent for such con- 
fidences.
